Commission. 


That commission today is faced 


with countless errors of our fore- 
fathers, who failed, understand- 
ably, to realize what the 20th 
century held for civilization. 


Although Dixon in located in 


one of the moat attractive spots 
In Illinois problems of city plan- 
ning can dampen hopes for fu- 
ture prosperity unless action U 
taken without delay. 
* * * 


Among some of the criticisms 


against Dixon are those pertaining 
to problems of narrow streets, 
limited parking facilities, and a 
business district huddled "breath- 
lessly" along a river that stems 
commercial expansion. 


City officials are attempting to 


solve some of the immediate prob- 
lems. They have come to realize 
that present situations can be im- 
proved and are making efforts to- 
ward bettering the community. 
* * • 


Currently, it has been proposed 


that various fringe areas annex 
to Dixon. And, there has been op- 
position to the move by persons 
who honestly feel that it would not 
be the best thing. They are to be 
respected for voicing there atti- 
tudes toward a given proposition. 


There arc probably those in 


the fringe areas who feel that 
annexation would be adviscablc: 
however, opinions have not been 
voiced with the, enthusiasm of 
those in the nnti-iinnc.xatioii cate- 
gory.

City officials hope to eliminate 


barriers that could possibly restrict 
the expansion of Dixon beyond 
present confines. 


It has been suggested that more 


is required 
to convince 
fringe 


areas of the worthiness of annexa- 
tion than a mere invitation extend- 
ed by Dixon. 


If fringe area representatives 


were included on the Dlvon plan- 
ning commission, it might be 
possible to bring about 
plans 


that would demonstrate the value 
or lark of value in the annexation 
of on) l> ing sections. 
Today, the city planning com- 


mission exists without any repre- 
sentation from such districts as 
Swissville, A planning commission 
cannot effectively go into a huddle 
on future actvities without repre- 
sentation from all areas to be in- 
cluded by any plan. 


If 
Dixon expects 
cooperation 


from citizens in fringe areas, the 
city must show concretely what is 
in store for them in case of annex- 
ation. 


It would be possible to take care 


of this at meetings of the planning 
commission which could include 
representation 
from 
non-resident 


areas. 


With the shadow of vagueness 


removed from the concept of an- 
nexation, when the areas in ques- 
tion have a well-founded idea of 
what the future might hold, then 
controversy might be transposed 
into cooperation.

East German Reds Waging 
War on American 4Be-bop' 


BERLIN—ift—The Communist East German regime is taking dras- 


tic measures to remove the "poison" of Western dance music which is 
so popular among East zone youth that even ideologically firm Com- 
munists occasionally yield to its temptations. 


The U. S. High Commision said 


in a survey today Soviet Zone 
authorities are suppressing espe- 
cially boogie-woogie, be-bop. and 
Dixieland jJiz^, claiming they are 
"a means for preparing war and 
reducing large numbers of young 
people to idiccy." 


On step in this direction was a 


recent government ordinance for- 
bidding amateur bands to play at 
any gatherings, public or private. 


"Only 
professions! 
musicians, 


who ran be more easily forced to 
hew to the party line of folk danc- 
es, waltzes and general ballroom 
decorum, are now allowed to take 
the stHiul," according to the Amer- 
ican survey. 


But apparently the Communists 


are having trouble. They admitted 
as much in a recent issue of the 
East Zone student periodical, For- 
um. 


"At Ihf ball giv*n by the. philo- 


sophical department ot Hall* Uni- 


versity," c o m p l a i n e d Forum, 
"even young comrades who per- 
form active political work Joined 
thoughtlessly in the exictement 
nnd sang along with the witless 
babbling of the blind supporters of 
cultural barbarism." 


Obviously shocked by such per- 


formance, the newspaper observed 
that "because of this, it was im- 
possible to prevail upon the or- 
chestra to moderate its music." 


"One sees," concluded the Com- 


munist Forum, "that the poison 
has penetrated deeply, and it will 
take great efforts to remove it." 


High Commission officials added 


that such attacks on individual 
preferences in entertainment are 
more proof "that private thoughts 
and private pleasures are intoler- 
able to a system which insists on 
complete domination of the life of 
every individual.

Paint Job Ahead? 
They Try These 
Goutl Suggestions 


Painting isn't always as easy as 


it looks. 


Amateur home decorators usual- 


ly do a professional-like job only 
when they follow certain rules and 
make a special 
effort to avoid 


common pitfalls. 


That a good paint job can be 


clone by an amateur is illustrated, 
however, by the fact that about 60 
per cent of all American families 
now, are doing all or part of the 
painting chores in their homes. 


Temperature and humidity are 


important in painting. So author- 
ities advise painting onl* when the 
weather is warm, not hot, and rel- 
atively dry. 


Selecting the tools for painting 


is important, too. with selection of 
quality paint topping the list. Most 
paints are chemically engineeied 
to cover certain types of surfaces. 
They should be chosen with this 
in mind. A reputable paint dealer 
normally is the best qualified per- 
son to guide this purchase. 


Other painting equipment usual- 


ly includes brushes, rollers, gal- 
vani/ed steel pails, cleaners, thin- 
ners (use them sparingly), spong- 
es, mixing paddles and plenty of 
clean wiping cloths. 


If these supplies arc assembled 


in one location, the painter will be 
able to locate each item easily as 
it is needed. 


Modernization 
Loans Open to 
Home Owners 


There aze two important ways 


for a home-owner to get u loan to 
pay 
for 
improvements to 
his 


house. 


One is a Federal Housing Ad 


ministration Title I loan. The oth 
er is an additional advance on an 
open-end 
mortgage. 
Both 
have 


features which enable many home 
owners to make improvements that 
otherwise they couldn't afford. 


The FHA does not lend money 


itself. What it docs is to insure 
loans made by private lending in- 
stitutions. This makes banks and 
other 
lenders more 
willing to 


grant loans, because the FHA in- 
surance is a full guarantee of pay- 
ment. 


The maximum 
amount for a 


Title I loan is $2.500, and pay- 
ments can be made over as long 
a period as three years. 


New Authorization 


Now handling more loans than 


ever before in its 19-year history, 
the Title I program recently re- 
ceived a new $500,000,000 authori- 
zation from congress. This was 
considered necessary to catch up 
with a backlog of applications and 
to facilitate an expected 
boom 


in home modernization work. 


Low interest rates and a rela- 


tively long number of years for 
payment are the advantages of 
borrowing money under an open- 
end mortgage, which includes a 
provision for an advance of addi- 
tional money after part of the 
principal has been amortized. 


A typical case would work like 


this. A home-owner has an open- 
end mortgage for $12,00 at 4 
J/-> per- 


cent interest for 20 years. After 
five years, he has paid back $2,000 
of the principal. Then, if he wants 
to improve his house—for example, 
reroof with asphalt shingles or fin- 
ish an expansion attic—he can go 
to his lending institution and seek 
an additional advance of $2,000 or 
less, whatever he needs for mate- 
rials and application. When the 
additional advance is made, it be- 
comes part of the same mortgage 
the home-owner had before. He has 
15 years for repayment at 4.\y per 
cent interest. 


KeroofiiiK "Essential" 


An additional advance under an 


open-end mortgage is 
available 


only to home-owners whose mort- 
;ages are of the open-end type or 
to those who can persuade their 
lending institutions to recast an 
existing mortgage to include the 
open-end piovision. 


Reroofing—often classed as an 


'essential" improvement—is one 
of the kinds of work most fre- 
quently undertaken with any typ 
of home modernization loan. De 
Bailment of Commerce record 
show that about £5 per cent of al 
oofing material used is asphal 
•oofmg. 
For 
economy, 
asphal 


shingles can be laid on top of mos 
old roof coverings.

Northern Can Properly 


Educate Teachers

In order to properly and adequately educate these young 


people who have the desire to become teachers the following 
buildings have been deemed essential for Northern Illinois 
State Teachers college: 


A new laboratory school, which would cost $1,950,000. 


That building would accommodate a total student population 
of 860. Broken down into rooms it would mean a total of 80 
students in two huge kindergarten rooms, 300 students in 
grades from 1 through six and 300 more students in grades 
7 to 9. 


The new laboratory school would consist of actually two 


schools under one room, with 26 rooms to accommodate the 
860 students. There would be two rooms for kindergarten 
pupils. 12 roms for pupils in grades one through six and J2 
more rooms for pupils in grades seven through nine, 


In comparison with the present laboratory school Me- 


Murray which can accommodate only 40 student teachers per 
quarter the new school would be able to adequately afford 
teaching opportunities to 95 or more student teachers.

Another $50.000 would be needed by school authorities 


for the construction of a heating plant for the laboratory 
school. The heating plant would be considered adequate for 
the proper heating of the large school. 


With the construction of a new laboratory school on the 


site of the west campus, (which is located just west of Nor- 
mal Road and the residential area there) site development 
would become essential. 


The sum of $300,000 has been asked for that purpose. 


Site development would be the construction of sidewalks, 
streets, lighting and landscaping and would cover the entire 
west campus area which is in the neighborhood of some 45 
or 50 acres.

In order to properly construct a new health and physical 


education building for men and women students at Northern, 
plans and specifications must be drawn up. 


The cost of drawing up these has been estimated as 


S125.000. The actual cost of the new health and physical edu- 
cation would accommodate approximately 2,000 students 
*

The present physical education facilities at Northern for 


both men and women are woefully inadequate. 


The men's building can only accommodate at top maxi- 


mum 300 men, and today there are nearly 1,000 men in 
school. Locker space is available to only 300 men, thus mak- 
ing another big problem. 


Showers and toilet facilities are not sufficient in any 


manner to take care of the need and both are in dire need 
of rehabilitation. The gymnasium at Northern sorely needs 
some immediate repairs to its roof. Authorities state that 
during wet weather, either rain or snow, the roof leaks like a 
seive. 


There is some question as to the safety of the roof un- 


der these conditions if it is not taken care of immediately. 


The women's physical ed department is working under 


the same serious handicap as the men's department. 


There are not enough lockers or shower and toilet facili- 


ties to accommodate the large number of women students at- 
tending Northern today. 


The gym has no ventilation, being located in the old ad- 


ministration building and the bleachers are of the built-in 
wooden type and are a dangerous fire hazard at all times. 


Thus, the story in short detail of the problems of North- 


ern as far as buildings or physical plant has been explained.

WASHINGTON—INEA)—U. S. Air Force is going 


ahead with its project to develop an atomic-powered air- 
craft engine, in spite of reports that this program would 
be stopped by appropriation cuts in the defense budget. 
The contract for the atomic aviation project has been 
let to General Electric and the company has been given 
assurances there will be no cancellation or cutback on 
the work.

One Way to Curb Bunions

Bunions are among the most

most commonly at the base of the 
big toes, and this region becomes 
enlarged, often red and extreme- 
ly tender. 


There are two lines of treat- 


ment. One involves an operation 
and the other is nonsurgical in na- 
ture. 
The first thing to try, of 


course, is the nonsurgical treat- 
ment. 


This requires the wearing of 


shoes which arc large and round 
in the toes, thus preventing pres- 
sure on the bunion. Complete ab-' 
sence of pressure for a long time 
is helpful. A hole cut In the shoe 
may be necessary. 


• Going barefoot is a possibility for 
those who live in country areas 
and are noj too seriously exposec 
to the dangers of lockjaw or te- 
tanus. This is suggested by the 
fact that primitive 
people who 


never shoes also do not get bun- 
ions. 


These measures may be enough 


in the early and acute stages of 
bunions. If the toe straightens out 
and the inflammation disappears, 
nothing more needs to be done, 
except that care should be taken 
in the future choice of shoes. 


Surgery may be necessary be 


cause the bunion docs not yield to 
other methods. The bunion is fre- 
quently associated with the accum- 
ulation of fluid in the joint lying1 
at the base of the big toe. This 
fluid can be removed by a needle 
in some cases. A cut can be made 
which will allow the fluid to drain 
off and the swelling to decrease. 


Finally, the operation which is 


necessary in bad cases is called a 
bursectomy. This involves the re- 
moval of some of the excessive 
bone and soft tissue which go to 
make up the bunion. The operation 
is usually followed by placing the 
foot and toes in a plaster of Paris 
cast which will hold them in a cor- 
rect 
position until 
the wound 


made by the operation has had a 
chance to heal.

bunion is the wearing of shoes 
which are too short or too point- 
ed, although there is also a family 
tendency to this condition: Hence, 
it is important to prevent bunions 
by careful fitting of shoes.

Since the prices of 
many of the stocks in such corpor- 
ations have undoubtedly discount- 
ed the expination of the excess- 
. profits tax on June 30. it is obvious 
that a downward reappraisal is m 
order—at least until this uncer- 
taintv is out of the way. 
3. The aircraft industry, which 
is scheduled to get approximately 
60 cents of every dollar spent for 
defense, and which does not suf- 
fer unduly from the excess-profits 
tax. appears on a brighter light.

The proposal, similar to one 


made recently by CIO President 
Walter Reuther. would create a. 
study commission made up of rep- 
resentatives of business, labor and 
agriculture.

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Auto Workers Seek GM Pay 
Rate From Other Firms 


DETROIT UP—The CIO United 


Auto Workers turned the heat on 
the remainder of the auto indus- 
try's big thiee today to gain the 
same wage concessions it got from 
General Motors Corp. Friday. 


Walter P. Reuther, president of 


the CIO and the UAVV, already had 
said Chrysler and Ford would be 
asked to alter their five-year wage 
contracts if General Motors did. 
GM historically has been the con- 
tract pattern-setter. 


After GM agreed to alter its con- 


tract—which H legally could have 
refused 
to do until 
mid-1955— 


Reuther icmaiked: "J hope other 
companies will catch on to the idea 
real quick." 


The concessions granted by GM 


raised the average wage of GM's 
350,000 employes across the coun- 
try to $2.05 hourly. 


About 700,000 other UAW mem- 


bers are employed by other auto 
makers and major suppliers. 


Shortly after the GM-OAW agree- 


ment was announced, James B. 
Carey, president of the CIO Elec- 
trical Workers, announced GM had 
given 40,000 members of his union 
similar concessions.

Motors agreed: 


1. To make permanent 19 of the 


24 cents hourly that its hourly- 
rated 
employes have

through increases because of the 
cost-of-living escalator clause in 
their contract.
